DEPEW AT A CONCERT. 


New Tork, March 5.—A concert for the 


benefit of the widows and orphans of the 
men killed In the Maine disaster was 
held in ths ball room of the Waldorf- 
Astoria last night. The attendance was 
large, many society people being present. 
One of the guests was Marquis Tiexiera, 
a nephew of the last emperor of Brazil, 
who gave a check for $100. The receipts 
amounted to about 125001, 


The feature was an eloquent speech 


by Chauncey M. Depew. "The United 
States is the strongest country In the 
world," said the orator, "llg Isolation, 
its defense of 3000 miles of ocean, its 
10,000,000 available soldiers, Its vigorous 
youth, its martial spirit and Its exhaust- 
less wealth and resources make the re- 
public the Ideal expression of power.

It Is a power controlled 
by intelligence, patriotism and Chris- 
tianity. The majesty of civilized power 
was never better Illustrated than in the 
attitude of the United Staes In he present 
altitude of the United States In the pres- 
ent crisis. The nation may be easily 
moved to passionate excitement; It may 
rise-to great heights of intensity and 
enthusiasm, but the greater the peril 
the nobler Its calm.".
